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Warning 
for city 
traders 


FEARS have been raised over 
Ely traders’ ability to weather 
the current economic climate 
as the credit crunch continues 
to take its toll. 

Shopkeepers who have already 
been forced to shut up shop have 
warned business owners to 
expect “further casualties”. 

The caution comes after two designer 
menswear stores ceased trading and 
closed their doors to the public during 
the last week. 

The owners of RG, on Market Square 
and Reggie’s, on Market Street, confirmed 
to the Weekly News that they were forced 
to close down because of the recession. 

RG, which is part of the Robert 
Goddard firm, only opened in the city last 
August. 

Owner Oliver Tookman said: “Ely is 
being hit by the recession, there is no 
doubt about it. 

“We have stores in a few different 
towns which are thriving but in Ely it is a 
different story 

“We had to make the tough decision to

close as sales had dropped by 70 per cent. 
The shop was taking up a lot of time but 
gaining back very little. 

“I think other shopkeepers need to be 
careful and I do think Ely’s city centre will 
be hit by further casualties.” 

Shoppers were also shocked to find 
Reggie’s, which had been selling 
menswear in the city for almost three 
years, closed down last week. 

The shop’s owner, Sally Impy, said: “It is 
very sad but I really did not have a choice. 

“The recession definitely kicked in and 
people were not buying. Things do not 
seem to be in a good state.” 

The closures come just months after 
Ely lost Woolworths and Priceless Shoes. 

The vacant space left in Fore Hill after 
hat hire shop Mad Hatters pulled out has 
also not yet been filled. 

But John Bridge, chief executive of 
Cambridgeshire Chambers of Commerce, 
insisted that Ely was not suffering more 
than anywhere else in the country.

“The moving of the art department 
will also allow us to increase space for 
the sixth form, which has grown 
exponentially in recent years.” 

Once the building is completed, the 
art department will vacate the historic 
Catherine Needham’s building on Back 
Hill. 

For the past six years, King’s students 
have achieved among the top five marks 
nationally in art and design.

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REDUCING the number of shop¬ 
lifting and pick-pocketing off¬ 
ences in Ely has come out on top 
of a list of public policing prior¬ 
ities for the city 

Police have also vowed to tackle anti¬ 
social behaviour in the city centre and 
near the river, as well as crime related to 
the nightime economy. 

The issues were highlighted at a 
recent neighbourhood panel meeting, 
which sees the city’s policing team set its 
crime fighting priorities for the next 
three months. 

Sector Inspector Alan Savill said: “We 
want to make Ely a safer place for all 
those who live and visit it. 

“Residents and business represent¬ 
atives have had their chance to get 
involved in the decisions surrounding 
the policing of their area. 

“The new priorities will see the team 
continue to carry out work to target anti¬ 
social behaviour and acquisitive crime.” 

Priorities from the previous meeting, 
back in February, have seen the team 
tackle anti-social behaviour in St John’s 
area and acquisitive crime in the city 
centre. 

As a result, patrols have been in¬ 
creased in both areas and 14 offenders 
have been dealt with for shoplifting 
offences. 

Six arrests have also been made in the 
St John’s area relating to theft and 
possession of drugs. Warrants have been 
executed at locations where there is 
believed to be a supply of drugs. 

Three males have also been dealt with 
after driving mini-motos in the St John’s 
area and large quantities of alcohol have 
been seized from youths drinking in the 
city centre. 

The Guardian Awareness Project has 
also been utilised to ensure parents 
know when their children have been 
approached by the police. 

In East Cambridgeshire’s west panel 
area, the policing team will focus on 
anti-social behaviour in Stretham and 
Little Downham. 

And in Littleport, criminal damage 
and public order offences in the village 
will be tackled. 

The village’s previous priorities saw 
people prosecuted for driving offences, 
stop and searches carried out and 
uninsured vehicles seized. 

A persistent offender was also charged 
for breaching ASBO conditions.

Call for better 
access to pubs

PUB landlords in Ely are 
being urged to make their 
drinking holes more dis¬ 
abled-friendly. 

Wheelchair-bound Steve Tru¬ 
man, 44, said too many pubs in the 
city were lacking vital disabled 
facilities, such as ramps and acc¬ 
essible toilets. 

Mr Truman, of Springhead Lane, 
had his legs amputated two years 
ago after he contracted pneumonia. 

A blood clot spread down to his 
legs and as a result, they had to be 
removed. 

And even though admitting he 
was now “stronger than ever”, Mr 
Truman can currently only access 
three of his local pubs in his electric 
wheelchair. 

He said: “I am not in a normal 
wheelchair, mine is a special electric 
one which means my friends can¬ 
not lift me up steps and into places. 

“I am a sociable guy and I want to 
be out there with my friends having 
a drink and a chat in the pubs. 

“But out of all of Ely’s pubs, I can 
currently only go inside The High 
Flyer, The Royal Standard Inn and 
The Hereward.

“All three have disabled access 
and the landlord at The High Flyer 
even bought me a ramp especially. 

“All of the other pubs in the city 
have either no ramps or no disabled 
toilets. 

“It is about time landlords stood 
up and were more disabled- 
friendly.” 

Mr Truman said there were some 


shops around the city which he 
struggles to access but “pubs 
seemed to be top of the problem 
list”. 

He said The Cutter Inn and The 
King’s Arms had been difficult to 
access. 

Caroline Goodjohn, who is in 
charge of The King’s Arms, admitted 
that the pub’s disabled facilities 
could be improved. 

She said: “Our facilities are not 
fantastic - there is a step at the 
entrance with no ramp which could 
make things difficult. 

“We also have no disabled toilet. 
However, we have never had any 
complaints before.” 

Steve Haslam, owner of The 
Cutter on Ely’s Waterside, said they 
had never had complaints about 
their disabled facilities before. 

He said: “We have so many 
disabled customers and all of our 
staff are fully trained to assist them 
in and out of the building. 

“The pub is a listed building 
which makes structural alterations 
very difficult and we literally do not 
have anywhere for a disabled toilet 
to go. 

“But we receive letters all the time 
from disabled customers who say 
how co-operative we were with 
helping them in and out.”

No answers 
on parking 


Sir, Parking for some residents in 
the restricted central zone of Ely is 
a nightmare. 

From the pre-motor era, many 
terraced cottages and houses, 
which constitute part of the 
historic atmosphere of the city, do 
not enjoy the benefit of an 
accessible vehicle space on their 
property 

These residents have pursued a 
campaign to persuade the district 
council to extend the business 
parking permit scheme to include 
residents who can demonstrate a 
real need for similar 
consideration. Councillors, 
particularly most Conservative 
members of the environment and 
transport committee, have 
robustly blocked any move to 
amend the permit scheme in this 
way. 

The result is an unrelenting daily 
shuffle of vehicles from overnight 
on-street to daytime off-street 
parking, and an evening counter 
move; regardless of the ultimate 
use of the vehicle. 

Now the district council has used 
the need for the county council to 
review on-street parking as a 
blatant excuse to side-step the 
issue. 

The discriminatory terms of the 
business permit scheme, as set by 
the district council, are arbitrarily 
flexible enough to allow a bizarre 
rising fee scale for 2009 (the more 
you have, the more you pay) and 
to re-define eligible applicants as 
those able to produce a business 
rates demand; thereby, 
presumably, excluding many self- 
employed, self-assessed, people in 
business, perhaps in shared 
premises, who may have to start 
work well before 8.31am. 

In the past 18 months, no 
councillor has attempted to give a 
reasoned explanation as to why 
the business permit scheme 
cannot be extended to residents 
sorely affected by the 2008 parking 
order. However, some councillors 
have, at various times, shown their 
real colours and bias in this 
matter, to the lingering infuriation 
of those lobbying for change. 

We are bitterly disappointed that 


our elected representatives cannot 
put aside their party whip in a 
matter that should have no 
political bearing but is one that 
requires some common sense. 

A further period, possibly two 
years or maybe more, of disturbed 
breakfasts and futile space 
hopping will not endear many 
local residents, when considering 
their electoral options, to 
entrenched names.

Tributes to bishop, 64 


TRIBUTES have been paid to a 
bishop who died suddenly. 

Ian Cundy, Bishop of Peter¬ 
borough, who was also assistant 
bishop in the diocese of Ely, 
collapsed while travelling to a 
family event in the West Country 
last Thursday. 

The 64 year old was taken to 
Swindon General Hospital but 
medical staff were unable to save 
him. 

In October last year, the bishop 
was diagnosed with cancer of the 
lung cavity. 

He had undergone chemo¬ 
therapy but had heard within the 
last week that the cancer had 
spread significantly. 

Bishop Ian had announced that 


he would take early retirement in 
July because of his illness. 

He had continued to undertake 
some duties throughout his 
treatment and he had been 
working on correspondence on 
the morning of his death. 

He leaves widow Jo, three adult 
children Robert, Paul and 
Elizabeth, and a new grandson. 

Dr Anthony Russell, the Bishop 
of Ely, said his “wisdom and 
friendship will be greatly missed”. 

He added: “Ian was a part¬ 
icularly good friend and a deeply 
respected pastor and bishop. 

“He will be remembered for his 
important contribution to the 
Church of England, especially his 
part in ecumenical matters. 


“Our prayers and deepest 
sympathy are with his wife Jo and 
his family.” 

As neighbouring bishops, both 
have worked together closely 
during the past decade. 

One of their notable achieve¬ 
ments was to end a centuries-old 
anomaly in which a substantial 
part of Peterborough city fell 
within the jurisdiction of Ely 
diocese. 

In 2004, they drew up an agree¬ 
ment to share the care and 
administration of parishes within 
the south Peterborough area. 

To symbolise this move Bishop 
Ian became an assistant Bishop 
within the Ely Diocese. 
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Man showed

A KERB crawler 
thought it would be “a 
laugh” to bombard 
passers-by with porno¬ 
graphic images, a court 
heard.

“The first victim was 
walking along Downham 
Road when she saw a Peug¬ 
eot estate car pass by her 
several times. 

“She thought he must

have been lost and when she 
saw something in his hand 
she thought it was just a 
map. 

“But Mr Purcell then 
drove towards her, lent 
across and held up a porno¬ 
graphic magazine showing 
sexually explicit pictures. 
She carried on walking and 
was left shaken by what he 
did.” 

The second victim was 
walking along St John’s Road 
when Purcell displayed sex¬ 
ually explicit images to her. 

Miss Mardell added: “He 
wound down his window 
and said ‘excuse me’. 

“He then picked up a 
pornographic magazine and 
showed her pictures, before 
asking her what she thought 
of them. 


“The victim rushed to 
work and called the police. 

“The woman worries 
about walking alone now.” 

Purcell, of Bevills Close, 
Doddington, was later arr¬ 
ested and admitted to police 
he had shown the pictures 
for “a laugh”. 

Unrepresented in court, 
he told the bench: “I deeply 
regret my actions and noth¬ 
ing like this will ever happen 
again.” 

Purcell was put on strict 
supervision for two years, 
and must complete the sex 
offender programme. 

The Rev Matthews, 
presiding magistrate, said: 
“We are most concerned 
about the consequences of 
your actions. This was 
extremely serious.” 

Purcell was also ordered 
to pay £100 compensation 
to each victim.

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‘Risky’ building 
move approved 


BOSSES at one of the 
region's largest haul¬ 
age firms are breath¬ 
ing a sigh of relief after 
a planning decision 
went their way.

The committee heard 
that more than half of the 
new extension had already 
been constructed without 
the authority’s permission. 

Cllr Bill Hunt slammed 
the firm’s actions. He said: 
“This council is supportive 
of ethical businesses which 
are beneficial to the area 
but this is amazing.

DEMENTIA sufferers are 
being given more indep¬ 
endence and freedom thanks 
to a groundbreaking new gad¬ 
get. 

Myamego is a satellite-navigation 
style fob that helps people with 
dementia carry out everyday chores 
and activities by themselves.

A COUNCIL has been urged to 
develop a clear policy on app¬ 
roving wind turbines. 

The call comes after a controversial bid 
to build a 12-metre high turbine behind a 
resident’s home was approved. 

Support for plans to erect the structure 
at the rear of 17 Barton Close, Witchford, 
comes just months after the original 
application was rejected over concerns 
about the visual impact on neighbouring 
houses. 

But new plans, submitted by applicant 
Malcolm Sutton, were passed by East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council’s planning 
committee last week. Members voted eight 
to five in favour of the proposal. 

One member not happy about the plan 
was Cllr Derrick Beckett. He said: “This 
turbine would ruin a beautiful view. 

“Currently, the view is clear and un¬ 
cluttered and residents will not want to see 
this out of their windows and gardens." 

Cllr lames Palmer added: “The more of 
these turbines we approve the more we will 
see them dominating our countryside. 

“Turbines all over the place cannot be 
good for Cambridgeshire.” 

But Cllr leremy Friend-Smith insisted 
there was “nothing much to object” to 
about the proposal.

Having re-designed the plans following 
the committee’s initial decision, Mr Sutton 
will now build the turbine directly behind 
his back garden. It will have 2.5-metre 
blades and a blue hub, which will blend 
into the skyline. 

In light of the application, committee 
members urged the council to draw up a 
clear policy for deciding future wind 
turbine applications. 

Cllr Anthea Davidson said: “We need to 
have a policy that puts us in control of 
what turbines are going up where. 

“If every resident comes to us wanting 
one in their back garden things could 
quickly get out of control. 

“We need to come up with something so 
that we can make decisions with but also 
prevent them from springing up every¬ 
where.” 

Lucy Turnell, the council’s team leader of 
development control, said: “While we do 
not have a specific policy on wind turbines, 
we do encourage schemes which promote 
energy conservation. 

“We are looking at developing app¬ 
ropriate polices to give guidance to anyone 
putting such applications forward.”

Drink-drive boss 
handed road ban 


A COMPANY director who got 
behind the wheel while almost four 
times the legal alcohol limit has 
been banned from driving.

He is of good character and has 
always respected drink-driving laws before.” 

In a letter read out to the bench, Scott- 
Paul said: “I am deeply sorry. I have looked 
into taking alcohol and drink-driving rel¬ 
ated courses already and just do not want 
my business to suffer now.” 

But magistrates banned him for a total of 
28 months, adding the level of alcohol in his 
system was “very high”.

Speed-Watch uses free-standing 
cameras to deter motorists from 
speeding through built-up areas. 

After a successful trial period in 
Soham, the project was rolled out 
across Ely and every village in East 
Cambridgeshire earlier this year, a 
move which Inspector Alan Savill, 
sector inspector for Ely, said had 
been “hugely successful”. 

He said: “Speed-Watch is the 
way forward in tackling the issue 
of speeding. 

“It has only been operating fully 
in East Cambridgeshire for a short 
period but we already have more 
than 90 volunteers across the 
region’s five panels. 

“Each area has different figures 
but we are seeing a massive 
reduction in speeding as a result 
of volunteers being out there with 
the cameras. 

“I am very pleased with how 
things are going. 

“The data that comes in from 
the cameras allows me to place 
my officers in the right areas at the 
right times.” 

The cameras show motorists 
how fast they are travelling on a 
visual display in an effort to 
change people’s attitudes towards 
speeding. 

The registered owner of the 
vehicle will then get a letter 
advising them that they were 
speeding, and the data can be 
analysed by police to see which 
areas are potential speeding 
hotspots. 

In the west area panel, speed 
checks in Witchford, Wentworth 
and Witcham saw 450 vehicles

monitored in just four sessions. 

As a result, 73 drivers were 
caught travelling faster than 
37mph, including one motorist 
who was travelling at 50mph. 

Cllr Gareth Wilson, Speed- 
Watch co-ordinator for the west 
area panel, said: “Speeding traffic 
is a big problem for our villages, 
many of which are used as rat- 
runs to the major routes. 

“Speed kills and it is only a 
matter of time before there will be 


a serious accident. 

“We need to act to make drivers 
realise the risks they are taking. 

“Local people are always comp¬ 
laining to me about cars and 
lorries speeding through our 
villages and Speed-Watch allows 
us to take action to stop this.”

A PARISH council has 
been slammed over plans 
to install CCTV in a 
children’s play area. 

Some parents in Littleport 
are furious after the parish 
council announced cameras 
could be set up in the new 
recreation area in Parsons 
Lane. 

Councillors are concerned 
the play area could fall victim 
to vandals after a slide on the 
old area of the recreation 
ground was severely damaged. 

It was announced last 
month that CCTV was being 
considered to try to deter 
vandals from damaging the 
expensive equipment or, if 
they did, to catch the culprits. 

But mother-of-three Janice 
Peck, of nearby Friar’s Way, 
said she was “extremely 
uncomfortable” with the 
plans. 

She said: “I understand that 
vandalism is a concern and 
that it would be a shame for 
this money to be wasted. 

“But I am extremely uncom¬ 
fortable with the thought of 
my children being monitored 
and watched. 

“I think it is a step too far 
and I have heard quite a few 
mums who are not happy with 
the parish council’s inten¬ 
tions.” 

Young mum Patricia 
Williams, of Limes Close, 
added: “I went to the new play 
park only two weeks ago with 
my two toddlers and the new 
equipment is brilliant. 

“But CCTV cameras would

put me off going there to be 
honest. 

“I do not want someone 
sitting there watching my 
family while we are having a 
good time. 

“It is too Big Brother-like for 
my liking.” 

Children have only just been 
let loose in the £45,000 new 
park, created as part of the 
Government’s Pathfinder 
Project, which aims to get 
children playing outdoors. 

And the parish council 
insists CCTV would be the best 
way to safeguard the 
equipment for years to come, 
despite parents’ fears. 

Lynda Clark-Jones, parish 
council clerk, said: “If parents 
think we are going to be sitting 
there watching them they are 
wrong. 

“We would use the CCTV as 
a deterrent and to use it as 
evidence if any vandalism did 
occur. 

“CCTV is not about sur¬ 
veillance it is about tackling 
issues.” 

Phil Malkin, who runs YPL, a 
youth centre in the village, said 
the CCTV would work for the 
benefit of everyone. 

He said: “Parents need to 
weigh up the positives and the 
negatives. 

“As far as I can see, having 
CCTV certainly brings more 
positives and will help keep 
this brilliant new facility in 
good condition.”

Nick Barnes, mitigating, 
said: “Mr Townend has 
been homeless for a long 
period of time and is 
effectively a sofa surfer at 
friends’ houses in Ely. 

“He was starving and 
struggling to make ends 
meet.” 


Townend, who was 
already serving a 12-month 
community order imposed 
in fanuary, had his order 
replaced with 12 months of 
supervision. 

Magistrates also made 
him pay Wilkinson’s £4 in 
compensation and £30 
court costs.

Save garden money 
during credit crunch 


T he credit crunch has 
affected some 
sponsors of this year's 
Chelsea Flower Show, with 
the number of main show 
gardens being reduced 
from a bumper crop of 22 
last year to just 13. 

However, award-winning garden 
designer, Sarah Eberle, has 
created three fun credit crunch 
gardens at short notice (costing 
£5,000 each), to fill the space 
Fleming’s left when it withdrew its 
show garden due to the bush fires 
in Australia in February. 

Money-saving visitors should be 
inspired by Sarah’s creations, The 
Overdrawn Artist’s Garden, The 
Off-Shore Garden and The 
Banker’s Garden, which show how 
to create entertaining, 
environmentally responsible 
gardens on a low budget. 

The gardens feature hard 
materials, furniture and other 
items made from things found at 
the local scrap-yard, while 
environmental messages include 
water harvesting and urban 
drainage. 

Sarah, who runs her own business 
from Hampshire, says there are 
many things gardeners can do to 
save money during the credit 
crunch. “Use your imagination 
and think outside the box as to 
how you could use materials, 
making your garden more 
personalised,” she suggests. 
“People can stamp their own 
personality on their garden. 

“It’s much better to have 
something charming and slightly 
more informal than trying to do

something that the professional 
landscaper would do.” 

For those who want a selection of 
new plants, but don’t want to 
have to pay a lot for them, Sarah 
advises hosting a garden party. 
“Invite your friends around and 
ask them to bring plants instead 
of wine. You can always drink 
elderflower cordial instead. 
“Alternatively, visit your local 
summer fete, which always has a 
plant stall and swap with friends 
if you have to lift and divide 
clumps of different plants.” 

When choosing plants, she says 
anything slow-growing and 
evergreen is going to be more 
expensive. 

“Choose plants which are 
naturally prolific as they may 
grow quickly and self seed.” 

She recommends grasses which 
can be grouped together and can 
give you real value for money. 
They’ll also look fantastic in small 
urban gardens. 

“You can make whole gardens out 
of grasses and cut different 
lengths into patterns,” Sarah says. 
“Draw a couple of ground lines, 
mow them and come up with 
something really interesting.” 

If you are after colour, try seeded 


flower mixes in urban situations, 
she advises. 

“Get a load of seed and scatter it 
for a wonderful blanket of colours. 
Sow seeds of annuals, which you 
can change each year, and will 
give a much more natural effect 
than bedding plants.” 

Don’t overspend on trying to 
achieve a particular look, like 
over-patterning paving by giving it 
a brick edge, which may be 
unnecessary. 

“Although details are important, 
overall it’s the quality of the space 
which is paramount and that 
comes from personality, comfort 
and feeling appropriate to the 
user.” 

There are other techniques you 
can use to save money. 
Award-winning horticulturalist 
and TV gardener Chris Beardshaw 
says limit yourself to one new 
plant each month. 

“That way you will have 
something new to admire and, if 
you choose one for each month of 
the year, you can be sure that your 
garden will have year-long 
interest. 

“Take advantage of any multi¬ 
purchase offers, as planting in 
blocks makes a bold impact and 
fills an area quickly and cheaply.” 
Chris, who has teamed up with 
Grant’s Whisky to create 
blueprints for the perfect credit 
crunch garden on 
www.grantswhisky. com/ garden 
afterhours recommends people 
shop at nurseries rather than 
supermarket-style garden centres. 
“Often there is more variety or 
more unusual plants on offer and 
you have less non-gardening 
items to distract you into 
spending more money. 

“Don’t fool yourself into thinking 
you need every gardening gadget 
under the sun. Stick to the basics 
like a good spade and fork, a 
decent pair of secateurs and a 
knife and limit everything else as 
you can often get by just as well 
without it.”

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Dwarf phlox 

These pretty low-growing plants 
provide rockeries and scree beds 
with plenty of colour at this time 
of year in many shades of pink, 
blue and white, tumbling over 
walls or creating flat carpets of 
flowers. They are easy to grow and 
will last a few years if given a little 
TLC. The most popular is the 
carpeting R 

subulata (moss phlox), which 
grows to just 3in (9cm) and 
spreads around 45cm (1.5ft), 
flowering in April and May. 

Good named varieties include 
“G.F. Wilson”, which is pale purple, 
“Apple Blossom”, a pink variety 
and “Temiscaming”, a red type. 
Phlox thrives in any well-drained, 
moisture-retentive soil in full sun.

I MOVING HOME

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Send off change of address cards. 

□ Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night!

Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes.

It’s ‘lose the tin-top’ time! 


fVEKDlCT 


IT’S A FREEZING -2.5°C 
outside, according to the 
overenthusiastic 
temperature gauge, but 
the ice on the windows 
and the roof backs up the 
technology, writes Matt 
Joy. 

So, ideal conditions for 
testing a convertible then? 
Well, yes actually. You see, in 
the balmy summer months a 
skip with wheels passes 
muster as a convertible, as 
the sole requirement is a car 
that can let in the sunshine. 
But come the winter, you 
need to keep out the rain, 
wind and cold, and only then 
will you know if you’ve made 
a big mistake. 

Which is why I’m blasting 
down the motorway in this 
A3 Cabriolet, roof down, 
windows up but wind 
deflector still folded up in the 
boot. The heated seat is 
toasting me nicely, and the 
directed blasts of hot air from 
the air con are keeping the 
blood going. After 45 minutes 


I’m refreshed, lightly chilled 
in places but much more 
invigorated than if I’d done 
the same journey in an air¬ 
tight tin top. 

And that’s the whole point 
of choosing a convertible. 
There are inevitable 
compromises, but a good 
example like the A3 
minimises them while 
allowing you to enjoy the 
fresh air whenever possible. 
Key to the A3 Cabriolet’s 
success is the roof: choosing 
fabric over folding metal 
might seem like an old- 
fashioned approach, but 
done well it has a number of 
advantages. 

For a start, the A3 
Cabriolet’s fabric roof means 
you still have a useable boot. 
260 litres is a useful amount, 
and because there’s no need 
to have a fiddly partition in 
the way, you get that space 
with the roof up or down. 
Fold the rear seats and you 
can have a generous 674 
litres. The other thing that a 
fabric roof guarantees is 


uncompromised styling. If 
you hadn’t noticed already, 
most metal-roofed cabrios 
have great big carbuncles 
strapped to the back in order 
to accommodate all the 
complex folding bits. 
Whereas a fabric device just 
folds neatly behind the seats. 

The A3 has made the 
transformation to drop-top 
in some style too. The 
waistline rises neatly towards 
the rear, while the tail itself is 
pert and attractive. The 
whole thing has a nice 
chunky look to it, especially 
on the standard alloy wheels 
you get in S line trim, and 
while it’s hard to ignore that 
fact that this is a car that’s 
likely to appeal to the female 
of the species, men won’t feel 
threatened when slipping 
behind the wheel. 

At least they shouldn’t, 
because the A3 Cabriolet 
drives rather well, 
particularly when fitted with 
the 1.8 TFSI engine. It strikes 
a superb balance between all 
the things you want from a 


petrol engine (power, 
smoothness) and all the 
things made you think about 
choosing diesel (economy, 
and not much else). With 
158bhp and a strong 1841b ft 
of torque from l,500rpm it 
has that diesel-like pull from 
relatively low revs, but at the 
same time it has no qualms 
about zinging around past 
6,000rpm. Flat out it will 
reach a scarcely believable 
135mph, and sprint to 
62mph from rest in 8.2 
seconds - that’s junior hot- 
hatch territory, and this is not 
the most powerful model 
either. 

The occasions to exploit 
that performance will be few 
and far between, but the 
times when the quoted 41.5 
mpg combined average will 
be far more frequent. It’s hard 
to believe that a petrol- 
powered cabriolet with that 
kind of performance can 
deliver fuel economy well 
into the mid-30s without 
trying very hard, but such is 
the progress and

sophistication of modern 
petrol engines that you don’t 
have to compromise as much 
as you might think. That goes 
for the rest of the A3 
Cabriolet too. 

Basically 

Instead of selling your soul 
for a chance to get a slightly 
better suntan for two months 
of the year, the A3 is a 
thoroughly modern 

convertible that can perform 
most of the same roles as its 
tin-top sister. 

Yet you still get your 
folding roof, the sharper 
looks and a warm glow of 
satisfaction - whatever the 
weather.

Fined for 85% 
windows tint 


A £70,000 4x4 vehicle owned by Premier 
League footballer Jermain Defoe was 
“likely to cause danger” because the 
windows were so heavily tinted, a court 
has heard. 

Windows on the 26-year-old Tottenham 
Hotspur and England striker’s 2008 Range 
Rover Sport (similar to that pictured 
above) allowed in less than 15 per cent of 
available daylight, magistrates in 
Southend, Essex, heard. 

A policeman told the court that the 
tinting was so heavy that the inside of the 
car was “dark”. 

Pc Rob Brettell said that to be legal, 
tinted windows had to let in 70 per cent of 
available light. 

“Visibility would be terrible with the 
windows that dark,” he said. 

“This is the worst degree. It would have 
been blatantly obvious. The inside part of 
the vehicle would have been dark.” 

The driver, Defoe’s cousin, non-league 
footballer Ryan Edgar, was fined £150 and 
had three points added to his licence after 
being convicted of driving a car “likely to 
cause danger” because the windows were 
heavily tinted.

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Drivers using mobiles 
face prison sentence 



It’s not on: The full weight of the law will be used against drivers 
who use their phone on the road, a judge has warned. 


TOP judges have 
stressed the dangers of 
using mobile phones at 
the wheel and warned 
that there was “never 
any excuse” for drivers 
texting or making calls. 

The Lord Chief Justice, 
Lord Judge, said this 
message had still not got 
through to many motorists - 
who would face an 
“inevitable” custodial 
sentence if they ignored the 
law. 

He made his comments in 
the Court of Appeal in 
London during a review of 
the 21-month sentence 
imposed on a young woman 
for causing a death by 
dangerous driving. 

Philippa Curtis, 21, of The 
Street, Icklingham, Bury St 
Edmunds, Suffolk, had sent 
and received more than 20 
texts before she ploughed 
into the back of a stationary 
car - but was not using her 
phone at the time of the 
collision. 

The Solicitor General, 
Vera Baird, had referred her 
sentence to the appeal 
judges to determine 
whether or not it was 
unduly lenient. 

Lord Judge, sitting with 
Mr Justice Lloyd Jones and 


Mr Justice Wyn Williams, 
said the court had 
concluded that 21 months 
was lenient, and could 
“arguably” be described as 
unduly lenient. 

But after examining the 
facts of the case with “great 
care and concern” they had 
decided not to increase the 
term. 

Making general 

observations on the use of 
mobile phones while 
driving, Lord Judge said: 
“Even now, as we are 
speaking, drivers of all sorts 
of vehicles, lorries as well as 
cars, are chattering away on 
their mobile phones and 
many more are texting and 
receiving texts. 

“Inevitably this means 
they are distracted to some 
degree from giving driving 
the attention it needs - they 
are obviously distracted 
when using the phone or 
texting and may be 
distracted because they 
have just done so. 

“This is a consequence of 
a deliberate choice by the 
driver - no-one makes 
them, startles them, fools 
them into using their phone 
- they choose to do it. 

“They are ignoring the law 
which prohibits such 
conduct which was enacted 


to improve safety on the 
roads. 

“The message has still not 
got through that it is always 
dangerous to text or use a 
mobile phone when driving, 
and there is never, we 
emphasise never, any 
excuse for doing so.” 

He added that if and 
when something urgent 
needed attention, a driver 
should stop the car, park, or 
pull into a service station to 
make or receive a communi¬ 
cation. 

“The only disadvantage 
then is that the driver will 
arrive at his or her 
destination a few minutes 
later. 

“The risk of ignoring this 
is stark - a driver may never 
arrive at his or her 
destination at all and, worse, 
some innocent user of the 
road may never do so, with 
all the life-long grief and 
pain which is caused to 
those who mourn.” 

Curtis was found guilty by 
a jury of causing the death 
by dangerous driving of 
Victoria McBryde, 24, of 
Horton, Northamptonshire, 
following a trial at Oxford 
Crown Court in December 
and was jailed in February. 

The waitress had been on 
her way to stay with her 


boyfriend in Oxford on 
November 20, 2007, when 
she ran into Miss McBryde’s 
vehicle on the A40, near 
Wheatley. 

Miss McBryde, who had 
stopped to deal with a burst 
tyre, was pronounced dead 
from a brain injury after her 
car was forced off the road 
and on to a piece of 
concrete. She had been 
sitting in her car waiting for 
assistance. 

Lord Judge said her car 
had been visible “for 
something like 260 metres”, 
but “the offender simply 
never saw the car and she 


drove straight into the rear 
of it”. 

He said that at the time of 
the accident Curtis - a 
young woman of previous 
good character, who had 
shown genuine and 
significant remorse for what 
she had done - was not 
texting or using the phone 
and there was a text on it 
which she had not opened. 

But Lord Judge said the 
court could not avoid the 
fact that it was probable she 
would have been much less 
likely to be distracted if she 
had not used her phone at 
any time during her journey.
